Ix your conſtitution has a diſpoſi- 
tion to the true ſea-ſcurvy, which af- 
fects people who have been for ſome 
time confined to ſalted or bad provi- 
fions, or been lately much expoſed to 
hardſhip, whether from fatigue, or 


inclemency of weather; or, if you 


have the king's-evil in your conſtitu- 


tion, a very ſmall quantity of the 
mercurial ointment will throw you 
ſuddenly into a violent faliyation : 


you muſt, therefore, before its uſe,

SOMETIMES. venereal ſores, eſpeci- 
ally thoſe made by buboes, will, in- 
ſtead of healing, grow worſe and 
worſe under the uſe of the ointment 
and farfaparilla : in this caſe, the eat- 
ing of large quantities of ripe fruit 
will ſometimes occaſion a change to the

ef difference among different perſons 
with regard to the aptneſs to catch 
venereal infection, which depends ei- 
ther upon ſome difference in the ge- 
neral conſtitution, or in the ſtate of 
the ſkin on the private parts: thus, of 
ſeveral perſons having connection with 
the ſame woman, one ſhall have only 
a mild running, eaſily cured, and ano- 
ther ſhall have a ſore, bubo, or other 
ſymptom of a confirmed pox, without 
having ſeen any running, or other 
previous warning of infection.

No probable account can poſſibly 
be given why Mercury is ſo powerful 


in this diſeaſe above every other re-

r Wl diſeaſe by ſenſibly evacuating the 
at MW noxious matter out of the body; for 
er the cure takes place equally well, and 

even better when the mercury occa- 


tons no ſenfible evacuation whatſo- 


ever, than when 1t does.. 


UNDER the uſe of mercury, in 


any ſhape, the body waſtes more or 


leſs, the ſtrength is leſſened, the gums

and teeth are more or leſs in pain, 
there is a bad taſte in the mouth, and 
a difagreeable ſmell in the breath; 
eld and filver carried in the pocket, 
or worn upon any part of the body, 


are diſcoloured; the conſtitution is at 
the ſame time, rendered exceedingly 
open to the effects of cold; and in cold 
weather, if ſome care and attention 
be not paid to this circumſtance, the 
patient generally contracts rheumatic 
pains; or is ſeized with looſeneſs, 
attended with gripes, or, perhaps, 
is thrown into a falivation, which 
would otherwiſe have been avoided; 
but it has not been aſcertained upon 


any good ground that mercury, uſed 


in a proper manner, ever produces 
any 
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any permanent bad clſeQts upon the 
conſtitution. 

A SUpPOSITION has been unhap- 
pily entertained,.that the mercury cur- 
ed this diſeaſe by producing a ſaliva- 
tion; and on this ſuppoſition, the pa- 
tients have been kept, for weeks to- 
gether, ſpitting prodigious quantities 
every day, with the inſide of the 
mouth in very great pain, and the 
tongue often ſo much ſwelled, as that 
it could not be drawn within the teeth, 


and during all this time lying in bed, 


under a great load of bed-cloaths, or 
confined in a cloſe room, heated with 
a great fire, and forbid every ſort of 
nouriſhment, except thin drinks, 
which were to be conſtantly poured 
into the ſtomach in great quantities ;

it is evident that ſuch treatment was 


ſufficient to hurt very much even a 
ſtrong conſtitution, ſuppoſing not a 
grain of mercury to have been uſed. 


Tre conſequences of the above 


treatment have laid the foundation of 


the popular prejudices againſt mercu- 
ry; and the circumſtance of ſeveral 
perſons having, by their negligence 
during a mercurial courſe, contracted 
pains in their limbs, which remained 


after the mercury was left off, has 


given rife to a report that the mercu- 


ry remains lurking in the bones ever 
after; but I have never been able to 
perceive that theſe pains are in any 
reſpect different from.rheumatic pains 
proceeding from other cauſes. 

Ir has. been a great misfortune to 


many 
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many afflicted with this diſeaſe, that 
mercury does in many cafes heal 
up the ſores, and take away all 
the appearances of difeaſe, without 
entirely rooting it out of the conſti- 
tution, of which the conſequence is, 
that the cure being thought perfect, 
the uſe of the remedy is left off: from 
this time the remaining poiſon begins 
to gather force again, and ſhews itſelf 
ſooner or later, and the ſame courſe 
of remedy is again purſued, the ſame 


fault is again committed, and the ſame 


_ unhappy effects again follow: in this 


manner the diſeaſe goes on, alternate- 
ly. checked and gaining ground for 
perhaps ſeveral years, and at length 
very much impairs, or perhaps entire- 
ly ruins the conſtitution,

cine, which we know, for reſtoring 
the ſtrength of the body, and the na- 
tural qualities of the animal juices,
